which is compound (34) found on page 90 of the instant specification. However, the elected species is not embraced by formula (I) 
on pages 1-2 of the instant specification. Compounds of formula (I) are the only conq)ounds that have utility in the instant 
specification. It would appear that the elected species is a reactant/starting material for making other fmal products. If Applicants 
contend that the elected specie does have utility for the instant claimed method of use, Applicants are required to indicate where in the 
instant specification {page number(s) and line number(s)} support is found for the claimed utility of the elected species of compound 
34. See 37 CFR 1.111.
